The military news first attracts our atten- 
tion. This is a military age, and Canada is 
determined not to linger in tho rear. It was 
proposed that twenty thousand men sliouid 
unite from this year an un'ectivo militia force, 
and this added to the tnn thousand volunteers 
would cost the country about $500,000 a year

BrilisU'Dryisdus'to. ,^T|6ro, j,Dey§r was a time 
when Gflfnada^wlis^witboti't a militia. Before 
Lower Canada passed iawSy from French riik' 
there was a militia, and a militia organisation 
lias existed' in Upper Canada since the year 
1791. in 1812 both chcorhilly united and 
' came forward in obedience to the call of dan- 
gar. Altliough this lujited force was weak, it 
hold its own, fought manfully side \>y side with 
the gallant British troops then quartered in 
Canada, and the result this day is that Canada 
is one of the brightest jewels in the I3ritish 
Crown, to which it owes, and is proud ol 
owing allegiance, In years of peace thi.s force 
fell into desuetude, and no steps were taken to 
revive it before the year 18 K!, when a bill was 
brought into the House during tlic adminis- 
tration of Mr. Draper, and supported by a pow- 
crfal opposition headed by Mr. Lafontainc and 
Sir Etienne .Tache, in a manner which is beyond 
all praise.

Owen, Clerk of the Victoria Police Court, was 
despatched to New Westminster by Mr. Pera- 
bertOB to draw from the British Columbiaa 
Treasury the sum of £233, duo this Colony 
on account ol the Royal Hospital. Mr. Owen 
tssk passage on the .steamer Otter, reachiag 
New Westminster tho next day, and told Capt. 
Lewis, on the sam>3 afternoon, that he had ob 
taiued the cash, and should return to Victoria 
with biro. Oapt. Lewis safv.faim on the even- 
ing qf,tbO;Mme day<,alt the^,elQniaI;;Bptcl, and 
informed -hira that^the Otter: would'atart at 3 
o'clock ihe next"?i6rning. , Owen replied that 
he would be ready, and Lowis left him and 
went on board the Otter, i\nd at the hour in- 
dicated left for this pert, without the clerk 
having made his appearance on hoard. On 
the return of the Otter ts this pluce on Satur- 
day, the polico authorities were not a littl« 
surprised to find that Owen was not aboard, 
and suspecting semothing had happened, Mr. 
Smith, acting] iSBpcrintondent, departed for 
New Westminster on Monday night in search 
of him. Tho Otter returned hero yesterday 
evening, and from Capt. Lewis we learn that 
Mr. Smith could obtain no tidingo of the mis- 
sing man, other than tlmt his carpet bag was 
found ut the Colonial Hetol, and that the pro- 
prietor, Mr. Grelly, states that Oweu left there 
at 8 o'clock on Friday orening, ostensibly for 
the purpose ol proceeding aboard the Otter. 
The £233 had bcoQ: deposited in Grelly 'a safe 
duriugjthc da^, but when ready to leave he 
obtained possession of it agolo, and placiuj; it 
in his pockets, walked away. He was observ- 
ed tr be slightly under the influence of liquer 
at the time of leaving tho hotel, and his 
neglect to take his carpet-baj is attributed to 
that fact ; it is also surmised by nmiy thnt 
while intoxicated he endeavored t« reach the 
l.)tter, and falling ovcrboird, was drownsd. 
Others believe that he was watched, followed, 
and murdered, while »n his way to the steamer, 
the body robbed and then thrown into the 
Fraser. Tiicre arc alsa other reports, of not 
((uilc so charitable a natnrc, afloat concsrning 
the missing man and the causo of tho disap- 
pearance ; but we forbear to mention them at 
present. One thing is certain, he neyer^ reach- 
ed the Otter. None of the New Westminster 
people iiaVe seen or heard anything' of Owen 
since tho sight of his disappearauco. No clue 
could be obtained there by Mr, Smith, but, in 
tho hepe that by accident he bad gone aboard 
tho wrong steamer and been carried to Part 
DouglaSj Mr. Smith started for that pkce in 
the Gov. Douglas on Monday morning. Mr. 
Owen is very respectably conuccted in Eng- 
land, and brought hither the highest letters ol 
rocommindation frem friends.at. home. 

Bute Ixlkt Eoutk. — We learn with pleasure, 
from a gcntlcmah who left Alexandria on the 
25th of June, that the surveying party on tho 
Bute Inlet Route hud arrived safely at Alex- 
audria.
